I have no personal or individual interest 
in the question before you that is not com- 
mon to every citizen of Atlanta. [am nota 
member of the Presbyterian Church, though 
l have for that Church the high regard and 
respect wh ch I have for every denomination 
of Christians. I did all in my power to in- 
duce the Baptists of Georgia, waen they de- 
termined to remove Mere: r University from 
Penfield, to locate it at Atlanta, and I deeply 
regret their refusal to do so, I have thought, 
and still think, they mace a mistake, though 
I wish the University well, and am prepared 
to do everthing I reasonably can for its suc- 
cess at iis present location. 

The Presbyterian Church, in ty judgment, 
acted more wisely, They selected’ Atlanta 
as the proper place for their University, and 
accepted the proposition made by the city 
and a number of citizens, to locate in 
our midst, and I heartily and cordially 
welcome them, and have one of my 
sons now in that college, and am 
well pleased with their instruction and their 
discipline. I see no reason for any denomi- 
national jealousies whutever in this matter. 
I think it «a matter of litthke consequence 
whether my son studies Baptist Latin or 
Presbyterian Latin; Baptist Mathematics or 
Presbyterian Mathematics. If it is well 
taught, it matters very little who teaches it. 
Avain, there has been no denominational 
prejudice whatever connected with the col- 
lege since it was located in Atlanta.  Pro- 
fessor Orr, now President, who held the 
position as Professor of Mathematics in the 
college until he was appointed by the Govern 
or to fill the important position he now oc- 
cupies, is amember of the Methodist church, 
and I understand one of the present Profes- 
sors isan Episcopalian, and another a Baptist. 
There is therefore no fault to be found on 
this score, 

As we cannot have a State University lo- 
cated in Atlanta, the only chance to have a 
College here is to take up one of the Denomi- 
national Coile -es, and as this one is already 
located in our midst, itis our duty and our 
interest to fester and encourage it, and build 
it up in every legitimate manner possible. 
As you are aware, gentlemen, part of the 
subscription made when it was about to be 
removed to this place, was en the condition 
that it be located at what is known as Hol- 
combe’s Till. It was found that that was 
not a convenient and proper location, and 
when another was selected, that portion of 
the subscription was forfeited. This has gone 
out to the world and many of the friends of 
the College and members of the Presbyterian 
Charch labor under the impression that th: 
city of Atlanta did not keep faith in the mat 
ter of the location of the College among us, 
and this is an obstruction in the way of the 
agents, When they solicit subscriptions for 
further endowment. While there is n>» 
breach of fuith whatever on the part of th: 
city of AUanta, when the matter is propery 
understood, we shou'd be very careful that 
there is not even ajust semblance of bad faith 
to be laid at our door. 

The people have taken hold of our Com. 
mon School system with very great unanimity 
and we now have an organization certainly 
as good, if not the bestin any of the Southern 
States. It is true it has cost quite a 
struggle to reach our present point, as 
many difficulties have been thrown ir 
the way; but to the honor of the present 
Mayor and Council, be it said, you have mei 
this question fairly and squarely, and have 
taken a libera! and enlarged view of the ques- 
tion which will justly distinguish y. ur ad- 
ministration in the future. 

We now have grammar schools open for 
all the children of Atlanta, and high schools 
for males and females of an order second to 
nove in the country, presided over by a very 
able and eflicient tuperintendent, who ha: 
the co-operation of a corps of excelleu! 
teachers. Weneed but one thing more to 
complete our system and make it probabil: 
the most perfect in the Union, and that is 
that we put on the cap stone by connccting 
it With acoliege, aud cn ining the boys who 
go successfully th:ough Wwe Ligh "chool and 
are prepared for college to enter there and 
complete their educat on at home. If this 
system is once established, then the bright, 
intellectual little boy, who is the son of thi 
poorest parenis in Atlanta, if be has the will 
merit and manliness of Character, can ente: 
the public schools in bis A, b, ©, and be 
carried through, and cvine out tlie 
graduate of a college of a high order, 
prepared probably for ai life of Use 
ulpess and brilliant succes. [i ‘secms 
tome this wouid be a systemoi which every 
citizen of Atlanta might justly be proud. bi 
is true our present cducationnl plaa Costs 
some of us more mopey tlan it weuld cos! 
us under the old system, to pay the tuition 
of our children, But take ihe whole city 
and | am informed, by those who lave lookec 
into the question, that we paid more money 
for tuition under the old system than it) wil 
now cost to support the publie school system 
Under the former a very limited number o: 
children had the advaniaves of an education 
Under the present, fur the same money, the 
doors are thrown wide open to all the cuil 
dren of the city. Every citizen, therefore, 
who may have wealth and inay pay tax even 
double the amount that it cost him te 
educate his own children under the former 
systein, ou. ht to esteem it a high privileze t 
contributn in this manner to so great an ad 
vancement of the public interest. 

It was remarked awhile ago that Majo: 
Campbell Wallace had said that in trave ing 
he lad heard more favorable remarks mad 
aoout Atlanta since the esiablishinent of 
our school system than ever before, and thai 
this move had his cordial co-operation. Ma- 
jor Wallace is a sagacious, enierprising gen- 
tleman and his opinions are worth a grea! 
deal in any matter of this character. At 
lanta, as you all krow, bas sprung up rapidly 
and as is always the case, there are those 
who are envious of aer on that account. 
You will always netice that an individual 
who is close and attentive to business, whe 
has good judgment, makes no missteps and 
prospers wore rapidly than those around him, 
finds many persons at his coun 
tail ready to pull him down.

intelligence will be diffused throughout the 
State and the South, are ready to cease their 
opposition and to accor! to her the meed of 
praise to which she ia justly entitled.

The petition of a larze number of 
the heaviest tax pxyers in Athinta asks you 
to issue fifty thousand dollars of eight per 
cent. bonds,. to run twenty years, and 
to turn them over to the Oglethorpe Unpi- 
versity, to be used by it in the con- 
struction of suituble buildings, on a 
proper Jocation; in c.nsidcration of which, 
the Trustees propose to throw the college 
open at all times, free of tuition, to all the 
young men of Atlanta who are prepared to 
enter college, and to raise within five years 
an additional endowment of fifty thousand 
dollars to be used for the purposes of the 
college in your midst. This is in sybstance 
the simple proposition submitted te your con- 
sideration. Now, as tax payers and citizens 
of Atlanta desiring progress and develop- 
ment, let us see whether this would be to 
our true interests. 
From what I know of the condition of the 
colleze, all the probabilities are that it can 
not be sustained in a flourishing condition in 
Atlanta without the aid asked for by the 
petitioners, and the endowment which has to 
be raised in addition to that asked for, as 
part of the consideration for granting it, or 
without other substantial aid or additional 
endowment. What do we lose if the 
collage goes dewn? The probabilities 
are we would not be able to establish anoiher 
with any better prospect of success, and we 
would be left without a college. Then we 
lose all the advantages which the city now 
derives, and will derive ina much greater 
degree in the future, from its location among 
us, Putting out of the question for the pres- 
all the adyantages which would 
to Atlanta from the - educa- 
of her own sone, it is, I 
think, a reasonable estimate to° say 
n case this proposition is met, that the 
College will go on and prosper, and that we 
may look in the future, as soon as it is well 
established, for one hundred students to be 
maintained in it all the time from other 
places. Suppose each of these stutor 
should spend but three hundred doliars 
per annum, which, as every one knows, 
who has sent his gon abroad to college, is a 
very low estimate, and it amounts to an ex- 
penditure by the students alone in the city of 
Atlanta of thirty thousand dollars per an 
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ak. & 1OW estimate to say 1 
one thousand persons would attend within 
the year at the publicexhibitions of the col- 
leye, and it-is very . reasunable to- that 
each would average an expenditure of at 
least ten dollars. Indeed, if we take into ac- 
count the articles that they would likely:pur- 
chase from the merchants while here, I have 
very little doubt that the amount would 
be doubled, Bui put it at ten thousand, 
and we then have $57,500 of annual ex- 

nditure. Now, in addition to this, let us 
ook for a moment at what we would save by 
the education of the young men in the city 
at home. There are now over a hundred 
students, if Iam correctly informed; in the 
boys’ high school of this city, and this withi. 
the first few months of the organization of 
our system, In a few years from this time, 
the city will have doubled her present popu- 
lation, and xs her schools advance the pro- 
portion of Atlanta boys in the high schools 
will be greatly increased, until there will 
probably be two hundred and fifty annually 
in the high school, and at a more remote 
period possibly five hundred. Suppose but 
one hundred of these should be in college at 
a time, to-wit: twenty-five in each of tbe four 
classes. Now estimate the saving. If we 
send this one hundred youths from Atlanta 
to the other colleges of the country, at only 
the average expense, we shall pay at least an 
average of five hundred dollars for each stu- 
dent sentabroad. I have put the expen-e of a 
student in the college at Atlanta at three 
hundred dollars, which you know is a very 
low estimate. 
I now speak of the cost of students in 
other colleges. 
Take one hundred students at five hun- 
dred dollars each and you have $5:',000 saved 
to the city of Atlanta, by retaining our 
youths at home and by keeping them under 
our owneye. Add this $50,000 saved to the 
$57,500 which will be expended in Atlanta, 
according to the calculation whica is made, 
and we have $:07,500 per annvym saved on 
the one hand and spent by others in the city, 
upon the other hand. Of the $50,000 saved 
a very large proportion is clear profit Of 
the $57,500 expended in the city, say 20 per 
cent at least will be clear profit. Twenty 
per cent upon $57,500 would be $11,500 clear 
profit to the city each year, and of the $50,- 
000 saved as above, I might say, $25,000 
would be cleer profit. That would make 
$36,500 per annum clear profit to be dis- 
tributed among the real estate owners, the 
merchants, the shop keepers, the livery sta- 
ble keepers, the hotels, the boarding houses, 
the washerwomen and indeed all the other 
various interests of the city. But suppose 
I have made the calculation extravagant and 
that only half the number of students will 
come from abroutlt which [ have estimated, 
and only half the number of Atlanta youths 
would be annually edueatcd, which I hive 
estimated. We must then reduce our figures 
half, and we still have $18,500 a year Clear 
profit to the city, by granting the prayer of 
these petitioners, and forwarding the interests 
of the college, and I presume no intelligent 
man will say that my figures are too high at 
this rate. But to meet the most fastidious 
objector, I will divide by two again and take 
only half of the one-half lest mentioned, and 
euerybody knows thatthis is clearly below 
the mark, and we then have a clear profit of 
$9,125 per ennum. beyond all dispute or cavil, 
to the city in return for the annua! appropri- 
ation on her part of the four theusand dol 
inrs » year to pay the coupons upon the fifty 
thousand dollars of bonds. Looking at the 
qnestion then as a mere question of dollars 
and cents, and putting down the calculation 
for profits to one-fourth of a reasonable esti- 
mate, and we double our money by the ope- 
ration. 

But we must not stop here. There are higher 
and more important considerations. 
establishment and support of this college 
here, has an excellent moral influence upon 
the city ‘hat cannot be estimated in dollars 
and cents. Again, it brings to the city, 
probably, thousands ef the very bes: families 
of the South to locaie here on account of 
our school system, which will enable them, 
upon the payment of a tax not burdensome, 
to place their sons and their daughters in our 
common schools, and carry tygm through 
the high schools, and then ac@aumplish the 
boys with a colegiate education. IT beard of 
an instance the other day ; ' 

A distinguished and most worthy citizen 
of South Carolina, who thinks: of locating 
in our midst, whe, from affluenes, was re- 
dueed by the late war to a point where it be 
comes necessary for him to economize, had 
thonglt of lvcating his family in Decatur 
and doing business in Atlanta, but on look- 
ing into our school system, 1 was informed, 
ihat he at once said if he came to Atlanta 
hims If he shoull bring bis family with him 
and locate within our corporate limits. This 
is only one instance of many valuable citi- 
zens who will be induced to come here, if 
we consummate the system we have esta 
lished in the manner proposec, 

But weare met with the objection that the 
City Council has no power to grant. the 
prayer of these petitioners, and that provi- 
sion of the Constitution of Georgia is quoted 
as authority, which says, “No vote, resolu 
tion, lave or order, shall puss, granting a do- 
nation, or grainity, * * * to any secta- 
rian corporation or*’association.” It may. be 
observed that this refers only to the powers 
of the General Assembly in making law 
Nv vote, resolution, law or order shall be 
passed by the General Assembly, granting a 
donation, ete’ This does not apply to a 
municipal corporation, or deny the city of 
Atlanta, for instance, the power to make such 
a donation. But I do not care to argue that 
question, as itis wholly immaterial whether 
the Constitution is intended, as it says, to re- 
strict thé Legislature in this matter, or 
whether it intended to vestrict all municipal 
or other corporations. The reply to all that 
is, in this case, no gratnity or donation is 
isked. A donation ig something given with. 
out valuable consideration. Tn this cage it is 
not proposed that the city of Atlanta donate 
or give $5),000 of her bonds to the Ogle 
thorpe University, but the’ University 
proposes as a consideration for the bonds, 
to teach all the young men in Atlanta who are

Here is not only a fair vaiuable consideration

afford to pay so high a consideration for the 
bonds, and I am frank to say I think it could 
not, but for the fact thata Professor can teach 
in his class forty or fifty students as well as 
he can fiveor ten. The increased number of 
students would. therefore add very little to 
ihe increased expense Lo the college. In this 
way the college can atford to carry out the 
proposition which she makes, but in doing s: 

Atlanta gets more than a quid pro quo. She 
gets about doubie the value of what she gives 
Phen it is an abuse of the English Janguage 
and a perversion, to call this a donation. I 

is neither a donation nor gratuity in any sense 
of the word, and the cbjection therefore falls 
to the ground. 

A proposition has been made, I am_in- 
formed, to refer this question to @ vote of the 
people of Atlanta before the City Council 
acts upon it. As a gencral rule, I think 
it better that those who are placed in_ posi- 
tions of public trust meet the responsibilities 
imposed upon them manfully, and act upon 
their best judgment. It seems to bea con 

venient mode of avyagiding responsiLility for 
persons in office some times to fefer back em- 


seldom the best plan. My rule in life las 
always been not to out of my way to 
court responsibilities that do noi belong to 
me, and never to vary from my path to avoid 
those which properly attach to me. It is true 
a man will sometimes bring down temporary 
censure upon himself by this course During 
my official life 1 was sometimes imymoderate- 
ly praised for acts to which I attached very 
little merit, snd again I wss unreasonably 
cursed for doing that to which no blame 
could attach. This, to some extent, must be 
the fate of every public man; bat J always 
made ita rule,and I think it was the best 
one, to meet responsibilities promptly, act 
upon my own judgment, and jet those praise 
or censure who might feel inetined to do go. 
But there is less reason in this tase than 
in an ordinary case for reference to the pco- 
ple. As you will sce by reference to this 
‘tition much the larger portion ef the taxa- 
le property of the city of Atlanta is repre- 
sented by the petitioners, They cpme up ard 
ask you to tax them for. benefit of 
education, and for the completion of the 
school system in the city, and they act very 
wisely in doing so, As the property holders 
pay most of the tax, if they do not object, 
you may rely upon it that those who have 
but little property or who pay simply a poll 
tax and whose sons will be, equally with the 
rich, the recipients of this bounty, will be the 
last to object.

proposed, will add more to the future pros- 
perity and greataess of A:lan‘a than any two 
railroads that it is possible to | -uild from this 
point in any direction, and still almost in- 
credible as it may seem, this great advantage 
to the city can be obtained by the simple ap 
vropriation of $50,000 of bonds to be 
u:ed in the education of our youths, 
with ample guarantee that not only this 
amount will be profitably invested, but the 
additional amount of $50,000 shall be con- 
tributed by the friends of the enterprise.
